termed it part 
of a Moscow- 


inspired plan to warp generations 
of teen-ngcrs to the Kremlin's 
views, in the schools, colleges, 
churches and youth organizations. 


The report includes a transcript 


of 
sworn testimony given last 


March 5 by Harvey M. Matusow 
of Dayton, O., a self-styled former 


Communist now an agent of, the 


Ohio Commission on Un-American 
Activities. 


Infiltration Plan 


Matusow said the Communists, 


after a futile effort in-the 1930s to 
undermine the Scout movement, 
switched to the infiltration plan, 
under which they hoped to mix 
secret Red agents among the 
Scouts. 


"I might cite the example of Don 


West," Matusow said, naming West 
as a Baptist clergyman and Com 
munist organizer in Georgia who 
formerly lived at Bethel, O. 


Referring to the Ohio Un-Amer- 


iran Commission hearings, Matu- 
so-v testified: 


"I am taking this from the testi- 


mony of John and Martha Edston, 
and they stated that Mr. West had 
seven churches under his jurisdic- 
tion, and a Boy Scout troop was 
organized in each of the churches, 
and his plan was to indoctrinate. 


Meet in 1951 


"I met him (West) at a meeting 


of the Communist party in 1951." 
The subcommittee published pho-

rival to the Boy Scouts.

Bigger Corn Crop 
Expected in 1952 
Than Last Year 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


Agriculture department yesterday 
forecast this year's corn crop at 3,- 
135,689,000 bushels and wheat at 
1,298,389,000 bushels. 


For corn, this was a decrease 


of 229.400,000 bushels from the 3,- 
365,089,000 forecast a month ago. 
It compares with last year's crop 
of 2,941,423,000 and the 10-year 
average (1941-50) of 3,011,652,000 
bushels. 


For wheat, the forecast was a 


decrease of 59,630,000 bushels from 
the 1,249,019,000 estimated a month 
ago. It compares with 987,474,000 
bushels last year, the record pro- 
duction of 1,367,186,000 in 1947, and 
the ten-year average of 1,084,664,- 
000. 


The government's goal for corn 


was 3,375,000,000 bushels and for 
wheat 1,165,000,000.

Eat Of tener to Gain Weight 


Nearly every childhood gang of 
ioys has one member nicknamed 
•Skinny." This nickname is likely 
o be attached to any youngster 
vho is considerably thinner than 
most of his fellows. It may even 
ast when the skmmness is all 
•one. 
Some grownups, too, are overly 


hin—one lady writes that she is 
35 years old, has three children, 
s five feet, five inches tall and 
veighs 96 pounds. She says she 
has tried in vain to gain weight. 


While it is better to be too thin 


han too fat, it is also not desirable 
o weigh too much under normal 
or age and height. Most people, 
lowever, can gam weight if they 
vant to and know how to go about 
t. 


Food is something like coal: The 


ood is the fuel for the human 
body. Unlike coal, however, if 
moie is taken in than is burned 
ip, it will be transformed and 
stored as fat. 


The, answer to the question of 


gaining weight, therefore, is to 
ake more food In than is used by 
the burning up activities of the 
body in the form of exercise and 
other bodily functions. 


Thus, there are two ways to add 


poundage. One is to increase the 
amount of fuel, or food, taken in 
and the other is to cut down on 
the rate of burning it up. The first 
is the more practical. 


Foods can be chosen whicK*have 


a comparatively high calorie or 
fuel content. Fats or carbohydrates 
supply more energy and therefore 
have moie likelihood of putting on 
fat than proteins do. 


Resides choosing the foods for 


their weight and energy-producing 
qualities, it is comparatively sim- 
ple just to eat more. This can be 
done by eating a mouthful or two 
more at each meal than one is 
accustomed to, or by adding in- 
between meals. 


Foods of high calorie content 


include the sweets, potatoes, bread 
and butter, cereals, butter or mar- 
garine, cream and the like. Whole 
milk is also helpful. 


When a person is trying to eat 


more /at-producing foods, the other 
neressary elements in the diet 
should not be left out. The diet 
should also be "balanced"—some 
flints, meat, vegetables, cRgs, fish

Meetin With President

House visit with President Truman 
may have both helped and hurt 
his piesidential cauje: 


It probably solved some cam- 


paign worries—such as Truman's 
agreement to take orders in the 
battle ahead—but it gave Dwight 
D. Eisenhower ammunition which 
the Republican candidate promptly 
fired at his Democratic opponent. 


Stevenson made a flying visit to 


Washington Tuesday for talks 
with the president, his cabinet and 
top military leaders, and returned 
to Springfield, 111., with a firmer 
grip on his campaign command. 


Up to Adlai 


Fiom now on, it is up to Steven- 


son to decide what Truman will 
do in the presidential campaign— 
and when. The president is said to 
have offered to help in any way 
possible, but added: "It is up to 
you." 


The confeiences with Truman 


and his cabinet, and briefings on 
the international situation by the 
Pentagon's top brass, touched off 
Eisenhower's sharpest attack on 
the Democrats so far. 


Eisenhower, in a written state- 


ment issued in Denver, said the 
White House visit shows the TrU- 
man administration is determined 
to continue its policies, through a 
hand-picked successor. He said 
these "implications" were raised: 


1. That the president is thinking 


of using federal government re- 
sources to influence voters in the 
election. 


2. An implied decision to involve 


non-political military and national 
security personnel in a political 
campaign "in which they have no 
part." 


3. That the Democratic party 


would not change its policies if 
given another four years "to con- 
trol our destinies." 


Eisenhower said, "The American 


people want a change"—not Just a 
change of names-and faces, but & 
complete change in government 
and policies. He said Stevenson's 
election would not provide such a 
change. 


The vice presidential candidates 


got into the political act too: 


Sen. Richard Nixon of California. 


Eisenhower's running mate, told a 
Denver news conference the White 
House meeting was proof Steven- 
son is "part and parcel of the 
Truman gang." He called the 
meeting "a fatal mistake" for the 
Democrats. 


Sen. John Sparkman of Alabama, 


the Democratic vice presidential 
nominee, attended the White House 
conferences and said later there 
was a "complete understanding 
and meeting of the minds" between 
Truman and Stevenson. 


Ariiall to Resign
